GOVERNMENT 
TO INQUIRE 
INTO CRASH 


GRAVENHURET, Ont., Aug. 10.— 
Two investigations of the crash of a 
large amphibian aeroplane near 
Beaumaris, Lake Muskoka, yesterday 
when two Americans lost their lives 
and five were injured, are planned 
by local and federal authorities 

An inquest will be held on August 
16 when the injured are expected to 
be able to give evidence, while an 
officer of the civil aviation branch of 
the Canadian government will make 
an investigation of the circumstances 
surrounding the tragedy und report 
to federal authorities 

Crashed on Rocks 

The tragedy occurred when the 
plane, a six passenger Loening amphi- 
bilan type, developed engine trouble at 
a height of 500 feet and crashed on 
some rocks. Captain Charles Haines, 
of Miami, Fla., the pilot, died in the 
Calydor sanitarium from injuries and 
Robert Irving, aged 18, of Pittsburgh 
was dead when removed from the 
wreckage 

The condition of Walter Phillips, of 
Philadelphia, Penna, who suffered ex- 
tensive injuries {n the crash, and Miss 
Molly Spaulding, of Buffalo, N.Y., is 
grave. Miss Lucy Hill, of Cape Ood 
Mass, who suffered a troken arm and 
back injuries, James Reid, of Pitts- 
burgh, with back injuries, and Miss 
Betty McKay of Pittsburgh, who ts 
suffering from shock, were the other 
casualties. All were resting comfort- 
ably this morning 

Up Eight Minutes 

Eye-witnesses state that the plane 
which had already made one success- 
ful flight, had been up eight minutes 
on its second flight when it went into 


a@ tail spin. It came directly down 
for about 300 feet, when its descent 
was momentarily checked It could 


jbe seen that Captain Haines was try- 
ing to direct the plane into a patch 
of trees instead of on the bare 
granite rock. He did not quite suc- 
ceed. The plane hit one of the trees 
and then crashed on the rocks, almost 
nose first
